Temple Micah's 
Last Service 

Friday, June 9th at 7:00, Temple Micah held 
their last service with speakers from the Joint 
Committee, Debbie Brudno, St. Augustine’s 
Charlotte Brooks and Reverend Prignal (one of 
the first reverends at St. A’s). Over twenty 
eight years ago, he and Rabbi Mehlman (Tem¬ 
ple Micah’s first rabbi) decided that it made 
sense for the two congregations to share St. 
Augustine’s building. 

A formal agreement was drawn up, both 
congregations signed it and the rest is/was 
history. During the 1980’s Temple Micah’s 
enrollment greatly increased. They needed 
more space. The church ..did not have this same 
need for more space. The vestry did not want 
to add on to the church and in 1988, they voted 
not to expend the building. So, the temple 
began to look elsewhere for more space. They 
look into other existing buildings, but finally 
found an available lot in NW. They began the 
construction in the fall of ’94 and this summer 
Temple Micah is moving into their new building 
on Wisconsin Avenue. 

Gifts were exchanged by the two congrega¬ 
tions. A mezuza, a small box containing a 
passage from the torah will be nailed to the 
entranceway at the temple and the church re¬ 
ceived a missal pillow.The bible will be placed 
on it during services. 

Later in the summer, the World Wide 
Church of God will start renting some space in 
St. Augustine. They will hold Saturday 
Services so there will not be any disruption to 
St. Augustine’s services. We welcome the new 
church to Southwest at the same time that we 
say, "Temple Micah, you will be missed."

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A letter to the editor by Charline Dubline 
and subsequent response by Wallace Babington 
in the May 19-June 20, 1995 issue of 
The Southwester expresses public safety con¬ 
cerns and solutions respectively regarding traffic 
patterns at Waterside Mall. Thankfully, a plan 
is being designed to minimize and hopefully 
eliminate traffic flow problems in the mall! 

These articles brought my attention or more 
appropriately reminded me of still another peril¬ 
ous pitstop along the highways and byways 
through Southwest. While fresh in my mind I 
thought I’d share it with the S.W. community, 
although its’ implications could reach much 
further. 

Let’s now traverse several blocks east from 
Waterside Mall to South Capitol & N Streets, 
SW (directly in front of Caps’ Liquor Store). 
In my opinion, this is one of the most dangerous 
intersections in the area, particularly during the 
evening rush hour. I’ve traveled this route 
often and have sometimes stood on this corner 
(S. Cap. & N St., S.W.) to substantiate my 
observation. 


Letter to the Editor 

This is what I’ve noticed: Southbound traffic 
on South Capitol Street, S.W. in the far right 
lanes going toward Frederick Douglas Bridge is 
often wronged by traffic coming from the South 
Capitol at M Street, underpass which includes 
the two far left lanes. Drivers swing from the 
middle and far left lanes all the way over to the 
curb lane to parallel part at Caps’, turn their 
flasher lights on, run in and out of the store ’six 
pack in hand’, jump back into their cars and 
bolt back over into the bridge lanes. Some 
drivers have the audacity to make a right turn 
onto N Street, S.W. as they surface from the 
underpass! What’s more ludicrous is there 
aren’t any NO LEFT TURN or YIELD signs in 
sight. Thank goodness N Street, S.W. is a 
ONE WAY street in the unit block. 

I once worked this corner as a School Safety 
Patrol while attending Syphax Elementary 
School. I don’t recall drivers performing the 
antics or driving with the utter disregard for 
public safety as they now do. The closing of 
Syphax School may serve as a blessing in dis-

Dear Southwest Residents: 


Odyssey III , the luxury dinner cruise ship, held its maiden voyage from the 
Gangplank Marina on June 17. This followed the granting of all required 
government approvals. Before our first voyage, we met for more than three months 
with civic leaders and the Advisory Neighborhood Commission (ANC) 2D. From 
these meetings, we developed a voluntary agreement about how we operate and the 
benefits we wish to offer to the surrounding community. 

For example, Odyssey III brings 240 jobs to the community at a time when good 
jobs are scarce. Our emphasis is on reaching out to the Southwest residents and to 
enhance this process, over the long term, we plan to offer training to local high 
school students who express an interest in future careers within our industry. 

To diminish the impact of Odyssey III passengers on residential parking, we have 
leased 200 commercial parking spaces. Buses transporting passengers only park 
in D.C. government designated areas and are not permitted to idle their engines. 

In addition, our passengers are being reminded as they disembark for home to 
depart quietly. 

We are keeping the area clean of litter and disposing of our refuse properly. Each 
evening our staff clears the area of litter. Waste water from the ship is being 
discharged directly into the D.C. sewer system. 

Odyssey III will be made available to the community to raise funds for bona fide 
charities such as the Police Boys and Girls Club and the Southwest Community 
House. 

The ship was designed and built to be a unique, upscale dining experience for the 
Washington community. It was not configured to accommodate gaming, as some 
may believe. Should gaming ever be allowed in the District of Columbia, it could 
not physically occur aboard Odyssey in, nor would we permit it. Simply put, 
gaming is not our business. 

We want Odyssey III to be known and respected as a positive addition to the 
Southwest area. This means providing good jobs, respecting our neighbors’ rights, 
reinvesting in the city and working to improve the community.
